He 
soon graduated into the profession 
of strike-breaking. Later he tried 
his hand 'at pulp-writing without 
much success. Not until Hitler came 
to power in Germany did Kamp dis- 
cover his real milieu. 

In the summer of 1933 Joseph 
^_,amp suddenly became ptzbusner 
and editor of a pro-fascist magazine 
called Th^jl^akener, Listed on the 
magazine Mitofial boaI^d alozxg with 
Kamp were: Lawrenwjennis^self- 
. styled "theoretician" 6t American 
fascism, later indicted by the De- 
partment of Justice on charges of 
taking part inxtNazi conspiracy; 
and Harold Lorolj^ameyj a pro- 
Mussolinl propagandist in .New 
York City ^ Soon after founding Tke 
Awakener, Kamp opened a savings 
account* in New York at the Banca 
Ck>mmerciale Italianna. 

In 193T The Awakener discon- 
tinued publication. A letter from 
Kamp to one of his followers re- 
vealed that the work of the pro- 
fascist publication would be carried 
on by the Constitutional 3£duca- 
tional League. *TAe Awakener is 
dead, but the work is being car- 
ried on," Kamp wrote, **^d under 
separate cover, you willjreceive . . . 
recent booklets and pamplilets of 
fthe Constitutional Educational 
League/* 

There was a cozxsiderable demand 
for the sensational anti -Administra- 
tion, anti-labor and anti-Semitic 
propaganda material which began 
to pour out of the Leaguers offices in 
New York City, New Haven, Con- 
necticut, and Madison, Wisconsin. 
The League*s books, pamphlets and 
leaflets, many of them -written by 

SCOPE ON PEOPLE 
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Kamp himself, were soon being dis- 
tributed throughout the country by 
the German-American Bund, the 
Christian Front, the Crusaders for 
Americanism and other fifth column 
organizations. The printings ran 
into large , numbers. According to 
Kamp, he disposed of 2,200,000 cop- 
ies of one booklet entitled Join the 
CIO'-' and help huild a SOVIET 
AMERICA. Between 1937 and 1940, 
Kamp claims, he distributed a total 
of 10,000,000 pieces of literature. 

All of this, of course, cost money, , 
especially since the propaganda * 
pieces, although marked at various 
prices, were usually distributed free. 
To raise funds to support this prop- 
aganda activity and to meet his own 
personal needs, ^Kamp sent his pri- 
vate solicitors to the offices of re- 
actionary business m.e)nL^ ardent 
pro-fascists and rabid isolationists 
throughout the country. "Hie solici- 
tors, carefully trained, in jnethods 
of high-pressure jsa^esmansKip by 
Kamp hinwelf, brought in !^d- 
somesums. 

There were other sources of funds 
for such propaganda work. One of 
Kamp*s closest collaborators on the 
Coxxstitutional Educational 'League 
was A. Cloyd Gill, a notorious anti- 
Semitic propagandist. In August 
1936, Gill helped arrange a national 
conference at Asheville, North Car- 
olina, attended by leading American 
anti-Semites and pro-Nazi propa- 
gandists. Following this conference 
an intimate working relationship 
developed between Gill and Kamp. 
On June 17, 1938, Gill dispatched 
one of his jsolicitors on a very .spe- 
cial fund-raising mission. Here is 
how this solicitor subsequently de- 

73 
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scribed his assignment in an- a£-^ 
fidavit now in x>osse$s£on of the au- 
thor of this article: v 

"On June 16th X was Instructed 
to visit the.offik^ of the Jax>anese 
Chamber of Commerce at 500 
nftli Avenue^ New York City, 
and contact, a Mr. T% Ono for the 
purpose, of obtaining a $600.00 
subscription. When X questioned 
Mr. Gill as to the amount of the 
subscription, he stated that h« 
knew Mr. Ono and that the latter 
would \mderstand. . . . Gill in- 
formed me . ._ . that the. price, 
would be the. usual- subscription 
fee for Mr. Ono, to wit, $600.00, 
Gill instructed me to proceed to 
the ofiBce-of the Japanese Cham^Ser 
of Commerce- and collect $600.00. 
This I did and received the pay- 
ment in. the form of sixty $10.00 
bills. , ...I do not know how much 
KJamp received of the monies paid 
to Gill by Ono, but X do know that 
he knew of the transactions and 
acted as^ if he were part and par- 
cel of the deal . . . Similar trans- 
actions with foreign governments 
, . . took: place with the Genn 
Ltibrary of Information, as well as 
the Italian Library of Xxifbrma- 
tion." 

The relationship between Kamp 
and Gill came to an abrupt conclu- 
sion iix the spring of 1943. Early in 
the momingr on April 7, Gill was 
found dead in the offices of the Con- 
stitutional E!ducation Licague^ Ac- 
cording to the coroner, he. had died 
from *^natural causes**. . . , 

AmericaV entry into the war in 
no way interrupted Kamp's propa- 
ganda activities. From Pearl Harbor 
up until today he has continued to 



flood, the country with. his disrup- 
tive and defeatist publications. At 
the momient^ he is conc^atxiating on 
propaganda virulently attacking 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. While 
many fifth columnists have been 
imprisoned or indicted by the De- 
partment of Justice, Kamp, the fas-. 
cist propagandist, has prospered. 
His Congressional sympathizers 
may have taken him under their 
protective wing.- S^ 

Representative Clare JG^offnian ' 
of Michigan has. been incb:i^rating 
Kamp's propaganda into tn^x^n- 
gr^s^nal Record. Representative . 
, Paul/&k.^fer; also of. Michigan,, has , 
publicly endorsed Kamp's writings. 
But the closest, relationship of all 
exists between Kamp asid Con- 
gressman Martin" Dies of. Texas. 

Xn 1938, Congr^^man IXes was 
chosen by Kamp to receive the 
'* Americanism Award'* of the Con- 
stitutional Educational League. 
X-ater, Kaxnp urged "patriots'* to 
withhold information from J. Edgar 
Hoover and to give it, instead, to 
Martin Dies, or to himself; Kamp's 
former personal secretary, Hazel 
ji-jWoffman; has been employed by 
Dies "as a "special investigator/* 
Materia collected by the Dies Cona- 
mittee has been regularly placed at 
the^ disposal of the. Constitutional 
Educational X-eague. In October, 
1943, Kamp ol^rved: "Martin 
Dies and X have been playing ball 
for years.** 

At present, Kamp is making his 
propaganda headquarters in an ex-^ 
pensive suite, of offices at 342 Madi- 
son Avenue, New York City. A visit 
by FBI agents to this address Is 
recommended.

Hew Btven 
is the office of origin* The Bureau has set a deadline of February 5, and 
it is requested that this lead be covered without delay. 

It is suggested that extreme discretfcn be exercised in order 
that their might be no allepttion that the political activities of any 
individual is the subject of a Btureau investigation.

Eefercace is X3a.de to the report of Special Agent JMES J. 
BOyMAH, dated Pebruary 14, 1945 at Hew HavVn, Connecticut, in which 
the results of an interview with SAKUEL P/^EYOR, Old Pield Point Road, 
Greenwich, Connecticut are set out. It V^pointed out that SAKOBL P, 
PRYOR is the forcer National Treasurer and the foraer Vice Chairaan 
and present National CoK^itteenan of the Republican Party. 

During the interview set out in referenced report, Mr. 
PRYOR stated that he feels very strongly against Consunisa and also 
believes that the American people need sone education to equip then- 
selves to cosbat this threat to the American fora of life. 

He stated he did not know thfe best way to furnish this 
education. He stated that JOSEPH PETERmHP is also strongly anti- 
Conninist and has aaintained that the ^ly way to educate the American 
people is throu^ paaphlets similar to those written by KAMP. Mr. 
PRYOR advised that this Bay be a possible solution, although he feels 
that KAMP's panphlets are too strong and violent in tone. He stated 
that KAMP had solicited his financial assistance several tines since 
they first net in 19S6 and that PRYORt because of his position and 
proninence, did not care to becoce involved in the issue and there- 
fore withheld all financial assistance. 

Mr. PRYOR pointed out that he considered KAMP's organ- 
ization to be an educational organization which is not interested in 
politics as such. He stated he thinks that KAMP would accept finan- 
cial assistance froa political parties and/or any other available 
source, as funds are necessary in order to produce these pax^phlets 




by which KAMP intends to educate the Aaerican people.
